Ist. To choose a Town Clerk, Town Treasurer, three 
Selectmen, and all other necessary officers for the year en- 
suing. 


2nd. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise for the maintenance of the poor, for the building 
and repairing of bridges and other necessary charges arising 
in said Town for the ensuing year.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the Citizens of the School District: 


Your School Board submits the twenty-eighth Annual 
Report for the year. 


Report for the year ending February 15, 1913. 


In accordance with the State Law your Board “‘states 
in detail the sums of money which will be required during 
the ensuing fiscal year for the purchase of text books, schol- 
ars’ supplies, flags and appurtenances, and for the payment 
of the tuition of the scholars of the district in high schools 
and academies in accordance with Chapter 96 of the laws 
of 1901, and for the payment of all other statutory obliga- 
tions of the district.” 


Upon these Items your Board submits the following 
amounts: 


Money for high school tuitions, $1,700 00 
Money for text books and supplies, 300 00 
Money for flags and appurtenances, 15 00 


The above amounts it will be necessary for the Select- 
men to assess on school account in addition to money for 
general running expenses, including that required by law, 
and additionally voted at the district meeting, and the 
amounts voted for the salaries of district officers and repairs.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the School Board: 


I have the honor to present my first report as super- 
intendent of your schools, which owing to the shortness 
of my term of office will be brief. There are appended a 
table of vital school statistics, covering the last five years, 
and the usual statistical table for the past year. Also the 
Roll of Honor. The figures for all these tables are neces- 
sarily taken from the records of the former superintendent. 

The schools were found to be in good condition and 
in charge of teachers who had served in their present posi- 
tions before. This fact was helpful to a new superintendent. 
I believe that the School Board are to be commended in 
their course in retaining tried and successful teachers. It 
means progress, for no matter how efficient other officials 
may be, good schools can only result from good teaching. 

No new departure has been made in the conduct of 
your schools. The weekly reports from the teachers re- 
quired by the former superintendent have been kept up 
with the same gratifying results. Supplies have been 
carefully distributed and accounted for. A card book 
record in the hands or pocket of the superintendent has 
enabled him to keep close account of books actually in use. 
No new text has as yet been introduced, but the geography 
in the upper grades has been changed, owing to the former 
text being worn out. 

Two teachers’ meetings have been held in which prob- 
lems from the different courses in the State Program of 
Studies have been discussed and the results of tests made 
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in the schools by me have been taken up. Teachers have 
attended well and have taken a deep interest in the meetings. 
It is sometimes difficult for the outside teachers to be present 
and they therefore miss much that would be of value to 
them and to their school work. 

The major part of my work, however, has been done 
from the field, as the number of my visits will indicate. 
Weekly visits are planned in the village schools and fort- 
nightly in the outside schools. I have found it impossible 
to carry out this schedule to the letter but have approximated 
it. 

I was given to understand by the retiring superintend- 
ent that there were only eight grades in Hudson but found 
that there were eight pupils who had returned to school 
after finishing the eighth grade, four at the Webster School 
and four at the Centre School. Some, perhaps all, of these 
pupils had attempted the examinations for entrance into 
the Nashua High School and failed to pass. Practically 
none of them were fitted for advanced work. After con- 
sultation with the teachers, I proposed to the School Board 
that we instruct these pupils with the eighth grade and since 
only one or two cared for the Latin, that we correlate Al- 
gebra with the eighth grade Arithmetic. This was done 
and seems to be giving good results. We hope that all of 
these pupils will pass out this spring. At the present time 
there are twelve pupils in the eighth grade outside of the 
above. They are distributed as follows: nine at the Web- 
ster School and three at Number I. These pupils are con- 
templating trying the Nashua High School entrance ex- 
aminations and I think that the majority of them will pass. 
If they do, very few pupils will be left for a ninth grade if 
we should conclude to reopen that grade. I advise the 
dropping of the ninth grade under certain restrictions. 
This matter has been taken up at the school board meeting 
and we desire an expression of opinion from the interested 
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public. For that reason, I present the following projects 
for your consideration: 

First—A_ following of the State Program with the 
correlation of Algebra and Arithmetic in the eighth grade. 
(As we are doing this year.) 

Second—The establishment of a ninth grade at the 
Webster School only, this grade to follow the Nashua ninth 
grade program and to be taught in a thoroughly competent 
manner. (The ninth grade in Nashua is essentially high 
school work pushed down into the elementary schools, 
instead of making the high school course five years. It 
holds some pupils a year longer in the elementary schools.) 

Third—A going back to the nine grade system in all 
schools. 

No subject should be attempted unless the work is 
thoroughly done, and observation, (not statsitics) leads me 
to believe that the work attempted in the ninth grade in 
the past has not been properly done, partly because the 
bright pupils have entered the high school directly from 
the eighth grade, leaving those unable to pass to fill the 
Hudson ninth grade, and partly to the fact that the teachers 
were already overworked with the regular elementary school 
studies. The standard laid down by the State Program 
of Studies supposes eight years of thirty-six weeks each. 
With a school year at least two weeks shorter than this, 
we find it difficult to cover the work properly. The addition 
of the ninth grade makes the problem still more difficult. 
This question should be definitely settled. 

The attendance in the fall was good in the village schools 
in spite of the fact that we had an epidemic of chicken pox 
at the Webster Primary School. The attendance in the 
outside schools was not as good as that reported by similar 
schools in the other towns of this supervisory district. I 
earnestly urge the parents to co-operate with the teachers 
and give them a fair show by causing their children to be 
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regular in attendance and on time. Tardy marks were 
far too many at Number 9. 

I wish to thank the members of the School Board for 
their patience and courtesy and ask the thoughtful criticism 
of the public. I would here extend to everyone interested 
a cordial invitation to visit our schools. It is observed 
that school critics and opponents of school appropriations 
rarely enter the doors of a school room in session.
